The delay in the publication 


of the Pope's first encyclical is due to 
this coming step. 


The Pope now is fighting a hard 


battle a_gainst the opposition of the 
Conservative 
and 
"Intransigeant" 


members of the Sacred College, and 
has to deal with the determined hos- 
tility of France. 


On the other hand, it appears that 


all preliminary approaches between the 
Vatican and the Italian Government 


(have succeeded without difficulty Sn 
laying the foundations of a mutually 
satisfactory arrangement. The "Law 
of Guarantees," which the Holy See 
never officially recognized, will under- 
go substantial c-hanges and the Vatican 
twill consent to accept part of the 
sums which Italy has placed at its 
disposal but which it hitherto has per- 
sistently refused, preferring to live on 
the charity of the faithful of the 'whole 
world. 


It is expected that this epoch-making 


event, the effects of which will be of 
incalcuablc importance, will be solem- 
nly announced by Pope Pius XI in the 
first encyclical 
of 
his 
pontificate, 


which was to have been published 0:1 
June 2!>. feast of the Apostles Peter 
and Paul, but which has been delayed 
owing to the remonstrances of recalci- 
trant Cardinals, 'led by Cardinal Mer- 
ry dc! Val. and to the determined op- 
position of French diplomacy. 


The present Pope is an ardent pa- 


troit. as he has amply proved during 
the war, and the firmness of his char- 
acter is rot far removed from obstin- 
acy. It is therefore regarded as a 
foregrne conclusion in Vatican circles 
tha: he will cr.d by having his own 
way in spite of all difficulties. Which 
would he "a consummation devoutly 
to be wished."

Will Lay Low There

Immense numbers of chinch bugs 


that migrated from woodland to thft 
wh»at last month are doing practical!?; 
no harm to the wheat crop, but after 
the wheat is cut they are likely to 
do serious injury to cornfields in the 
vicinity. 


The extension entomologist of the 


Ohio State University, T. H. Parks, 
issues this statement. 
He explains 


that it is the adult chinch bug which 
is now in the wheat fields, and that the 
activities of the insect 'at this stage 
of life consist mainly in laying and 
hatching, are said, however, to have 
an enormous appetite for corn. 


They can/not fly, but as soon as the 


wheat is down will move on all sixes 
to the nearest cornland. The march 
will start," Mr. Parks believes, about 
counties of the State.
